of the importance of 
sugar in *he 


Frenchman'* morning coffee. 


When the government recently in- 


tervened and fixed a maximum retail 
selling price of on* franc 20 cen- 
time* a kilogramme for sugar (equi- 
valent to 12 cent* a pound), stock* 
became Invisible and the retail gro- 
cers began refusing to deliver sugar 
that they bad bought at one franc 
SO in the expectation of further rise. 
The housewiieg and 
cooks parried 


the maneutre bv leaving on the gro- 
cer s counter the tea, coffee and oth- 
er things the\ had bought 
In case 


the grocer had been bluffing, he pro- 
duced the sugar rather than lose a 
customer
